Even as late as the National 
Open in Denver last fall Metz 
had trouble play ing 18 holes a 
day . Yet he led the field at 
the end of the third round and 
finished in second place.

Lasker, 
all by himself, will have to 
celebrate Dick’s winning of a 
National title. It is the cus­

A roast, cooked to perfection and garnished artistically , 
is so appetizing in appearance that it deserves to be brought 
to the table before it is carved. That, however, brings up 
the question, which is a, bone of contention in some house­ 
holds, “ Who is going to carve the roast?” 
Perhaps the real question is, 
“ How should it be carved?” It is 
usually lack of skill in going about 
this important task which makes 
it troublesome. 
You’ve noticed, 


across the grain, in so far as this 
is possible. 
This cuts the long 
fibers and makes the meat more 
tender.

Economy in Correct Carving 
But no matter who does the 
carving, or where it is done, in 
kitchen or dining room, it is im­ 
portant that it be done skillfully . 
Meat can be served to better ad­ 
vantage when it is cut in neat, 
attractive slices. 
There is econ­ 
omy , too, in knowing how to get 
the greatest number of delicious 
servings from a piece of meat. 
While practice brings facility in 
carving as in other tasks, y ou will 
succeed best if y ou understand the 
underly ing principles. It is neces­ 
sary to know the position of the 
bones and the direction in which 
the fibers of the meat run in order 
to carve properly . 
Carve Across the Grain 


This is the way to obtain neat, 
even slices. 
A good carving set is necessary 
to good carving. The knife should 
be kept sharp and it must be of 
good quality if it is to take and 
keep a keen edge. An 8 or 9 inch 
carver is recommended for roasts, 
with folk and steel in proportion. 
Here are the directions for carv­ 
ing the various familiar cuts so 
that they are most attractively 
served and the remnants are left 
in good condition 
for 
another 
dinner. 
Standing Rib Roast of Beef 
To carve standing rib roast of 
beef, have the roast placed on the 
platter with the ends of the ribs 
to the left of the carver. 
The 
rib ends may be decorated by 
paper frills, and in that case the 
carver steadies the roast by grasp­ 
ing the upper rib with his left 
. 0r]e ° f the basic rules of carv- hand. 
Otherwise

mg is to cut any piece of meat steady by thrusting the fork into 


the center of the roast. 
To carve, cut very thin slices 
across the grain of the meat until 
the knife touches the bones. Carve 
several slices, then draw the point 
of the knife along the edge of the 
bone to separate the slices from 
the ribs. 
Rolled Rib Roasts 
Place the roast cut side up on 
the platter. 
Steady the meat by 
inserting the fork just below the 
slice that is to be nex t taken. Cut' 
each of the cords which holds the 
roast as y ou reach it in carving. 
They keep the roast in shape while 
y ou are carving it. 
Loosen the 
cord after cutting it and let it 
fall on the platter, taking care 
that, it does not touch the table- • 
cloth. 
To Carve a Whole Ham 
The center slices of ham are the 
most 
desirable 
and 
should 
be 
served first. 
The problem is to 
get the largest number of attrac­ 
tive center slices. 
Make the first incision at the 
large end with the knife just be­ 
low the aitch or hip joint, and cut 
down to the bone. 
Cut parallel 
slices of even width, until the cen­ 
ter section of the ham has been 
cut. Then run the knife along the 
bone, releasing the 
half 
slices. 
Steady the ham, while carving, 
with the-fork. For more servings, 
turn the ham over and carve the 
other side in like manner.

WHAT IS LEGALIZED STEALING? 


Inasmuch as I have used the expression of “ le- 
I galizod stealing” it might he w ell to define what is 
! meant. 
Especially is this true since I believe it is 
legalized stealing that is destroying the m orale of 
the people, lowering their standard of living and : 
causing m illions of people to be out of work. 
If 
it continues, our condition w ill grow worse, in­ 
stead of better. 
Briefly, legalized stealing is when someone con­ 
sumes something which he him self does not pro­ 
duce or trade for on a free m arket, or have given 
to him voluntarily by someone who has produced it 
or freely exchanged for it, and this consumer nas 
i not paid to the government w hat it cost the gov­ 
ernment to protect him in the right to consume 
this property in peace and comfort. 
So, anytim e any one gets any profit, or reward 
in the form of wages or salaries, that is more than 
other people are w illing to continuously perform 
the same sendee for, under the above interpreta­ 
tion, he would be legally stealing. 
Ju st so any man who consumes something, even 
if he has produced it or traded for it on a free 
com petitive basis, if he does not pay to the govern­ 
ment his proportionate share of what it costs the 
government to protect him in this consumption in 
peace and comfort, he is legally stealing. 
So any law that protects any group, or any in­ 
dividual, that gives any individual more than oth­ 
ers are w illing to perform the same service for, 
is legally stealing. 
A government employe who is 
receiving more than others are receiving for like 
service is legally stealing, or an employe who is 
protected by intim idation of collective bargaining 
or by laws and is receiving more than others are 
w illing to perform the same service for, is legally 
stealing. 
It should be the aim of real Dem ocracy and the 
Philosophy of Christianity to bring about a condi­ 
tion so that everyone receives equal rewards per 
unit for equal production of the same kind.

High school boys and girls, and 
those of the first college years, 
are people in their own right, 
and not to be thought of in 
terms of infancy. 
The most dif­ 
ficult adjustment parents have to 
make is concerned with this bald 
fact. 
The children have grown 
up which their parents were not 
looking; consequently they con­ 
tinue to think of them and to 
manage the mas they did when 
manage them as they did when 
“ Mother, where is my old green 
sweater? Do you know? 
I had 
it in the bottom drawer, but I 
can’t seem to find it.” 
“ O, that? You didn’t need that 
old sweater. 
I gave it to your 
cousin. 
J ust the think for him 
to play in after school.” 
“ But mother, why didn’t youi 
ask me? 
I wanted it for that 
very reason, I needed it for scrub 
practice. 
I wish you would let 
^ jn y things alone.” 
Sister is seventeen. She has a 
boy friend with whom she likes to 
go 
out occasionally. 
She has 
planned to go with him to the 
movies on Friday afternoon, a 
privilege that has been granted 
by her parents, and the boy’s 
“ Where are you going, 
Sis­ 
ter? ” 
“ To the movies. 
With J ohn.” 
' You can’t go this afternoon. 
I promised Mrs. Cary that you 
would stay in with little Peter 
while she went down to see her 
mother this afternoon. She hasn't 
had a chance to get out this 
week. I knew you wouldn’t mind 
helping her.” 
“ Of course not, but mother, 
this 
is Friday afternoon, 
and 
you know I always go somewhere 
that afternoon because it is the 
only time I can go. 
J ohn will 
feel that I stood him up, and I’m 
so disappointed." 
“ I forgot. 
You’ll have lots of 
Fridays. 
It won’t hurt you for 
once to think of somebady else.” 
Perhaps Sister is thinking that 
it wouldn’t have hurt mother to 
have taken a little thought about 
her before giving away her only 
free afternoon. 
But this often 
happens in ways not so apparent 
always, but just as hard for the 


young people to bear gracefully. 
Parents make engagements for 
their children, offer their services, 
use their belongings, make deci­ 
sions for them, mortgage their 
time, even their future, without 
consulting them. No good comes 
of it. The children are patient as 
long as possible and finally they 
rebel — secretly, if they are that 
way, openly, if they have the 
courage and strength. 
Why not ask the young people 
before making any arrangements 
about their belongings, their ser­ 
vices or their time? 
Why not 
extend to them the same consid­ 
eration you would extend to a 
grown up person ? 
Of course 
these young people are not grown 
up. 
But they are pople in their 
own right. 
They are entitled 
to courtesy, politeness and con 
- 1 
sideration on that score alone.; 
And remember, they feel grown 
up. 


After childhood is past the re­ 
lationship between children and 
parents is based on mutual un­ 
derstanding. 
The name of that 
relationship is friendship. 
Real 
friendship can, and often does, 
exist between parents and their 
adolescent children, and when it 
does, the relationship is ideal. 
The way to establish it is to 
consider the children as people. 
Ask 
them before 
making de­ 
cisions for them. 
That is their 
due.
